The parole board of the local fed- 
eral prison is scheduled to hold its 
regular meeting today, but Chairman 
Robert V. Ladow has not arrived and 
it is probable that the board will not 
sit until the latter part of the week.

TAX RATE RAISED , 
e 3 OR GOOD ROADS 


Counties of” State Alive to 
Need for Better 
Highways. 


Concrete evidence of the aroused 
interest in road and school improve- 
ment is arriving at the office of the 
state comptrollier-general daily now, as 
the citation of tax levies made by 
the counties for this year come in. 

Twenty reported Monday. and practi- 
ally all showed increases in the 
county tax rate. The highest was 
14.50 mills and the lowest 7 mills. 
| “T recall,” said Capt. W. H. Harri- 
son, who has been in touch with the 
state’s taxing system for two decades 
or more, “that when I first came into 
this office mo county levy of taxes 
ever exceeded that of the state, which 
has rarely been above. five mills, the 
present constitutional, maximum. From 
the reports of levies that have come 


in today, one may doubt if a singie 
rate will be as low as that of the 
state,” 


For Roads and Schodls. 

The increased tax rates of the 
counties are not due to extravagance, 
but to an aroused public opinion on 
the subject of roads and schools, 

All 
viing their pro rata share of con- 
victs en their public highways. The 
cost of working them, has to be borne 
by local taxation, which is an added 
burden. But so imbued have the tax- 
payers become with the itdeq of road 
devélopment.that they are kicking 
on slight increases in the tax rate. 

Several counties have taken ad- 
vantage of the recent act of legislature 
permitting them to levy ‘a specific road 
tax of four, instea@ of two mills. The 
act in question became operative on 
the governor's approval and is appli- 
cable to this year’s levies. It wil 
mean the doubling of the road fund 
in a large number of counties. 

The other principal occasion for in- 
creasing the rates is the public 
schools. Heretofore the county levies 
could be only for the support of the 
elementary branches. They can raise 
taxes now for high schools. This was 
made possible by a constitutional 
amendment confirmed last year. 

Tre increases in the county rates 
not only evidence’ greater interest in 
schools and roads, but growing pros- 
perity. 

All counties are required to report 
their total levies to the comptroliler- 
general, but their reports do not show [ 
for what purposes they are made. 

However, the officials are restricted 
to levying a rate not more than 50 
per cent of that fixed by the state. 
Increases are made under 
which have to be recommended ‘by 
grand juries.

Editor Constitution: A movement 
has been inauguyated by Drs. Little 
and Walker, members of the medical 
staff of the state sanitarium, to or- 
@anize a band at that institution. This 
Very worthy movement has the in- 

rsement and support of Superin- 
tendent Jones and the entire list of 
officers and employees at the sani- 
tarium, who all recognize the great 
venefit and pleasure tnat the 3,500, pa- 
tlents would get from a good band of 
music at the sanitarium. 

Some wise man has said, “Music hath 
charms to soothe the savage breast, 
to soften rocks and bend the knotted 
tree.” Most large hospitals of this 
character are provided with funds that 
give concerts from time to time that 
are greatiy enjoyed, leaving a happy, 
cheerful effect upon the inmates. 

Medical authorities are full of ac- 
counts where music has praven a great 
blessing to people so afflicted ana in 
some instances music has been given | 
the credit of being a large factor in 
producing ‘a complete recovery. There 
is*-a great dearth of music around 
Georgia's big hospital for the insane. 
In a recent issue of The Macon Tele- 
Sraph there is an appeal from one of 
the patients for donations of phono- 
Sraph records, In the }hife of the pa- 
tients at the sanitarium there are 
mMany dull, monotonous hours: days 
and hours so full of the want of va- 
riety that it would seem as if such un- 
varied sameness. of life would tend te 
produce more of atrophy, melancholy 
and despair. 

This is one of the sad, almost un- 
endurable features of hospital life and 
there are many out of the large num- 
ber of patients at Georgia's § sani- 


tarium- who are doomed because of 
their chronic afflictions to spend the 
remainder of their lives there. These 
people are well cared for as far as 
necessities are concerned, having com- 
fortable quarters, good food, skilled 
medical attention and careful cuys- 
todian care, but they crave diversion 
and entertainment and nothing will do 
more to relieve this need than a well 
organizeq band of musicians on the 


grounds that will give musical enter- 


minded children

tainments two or three times a wale 

An effort in this direction has been 
begun and there has been enough of — 
volunteers from among the medical 
staff and employees at the sanitarium 
to make up a band of twenty pieces. 
It will cost $1,500 or $2,000 to equip 
this band ang employ an instructor. 
Surely there are enough - people in 
Georgia inclined to charitable actions 
to encourage this movement and pre- 
vide .the funds sufficient to establish 
this band. It will be a veritable God- 
send—gomething that will bring moe- 
ments of joy and cheer to many hearts 
that are often sad and desolate. 

In this connection the writer re-. 
calls a simple little charity done for 
the children at this institution that 
bore good fruit and- which possibly, 
has never been mentioned in pubiie 
print. Some six or eight years ago a 
soctal society of young women in 
Meriwether county wno were given to 
|} doing at times some small charities’ 
and home mission work made a Gozen 
or two of nice rag dolls and sent them 
as a Christmas present to the feeble- 
at the sanitarium. 
This idea was suggesteq to this so- 
ciety by one of its members who had 
visited the sanitarium and, while there, 
had been own through the children’s 
wards. On that visit she saw many 
children playing with a’ few tattered 
and broken dolls. Mrs. Darnell, the 
good woman who has been matron 
there for many years, said that this 
was the fest donation of this char- 
acter that she remembered, and that 
when the dolls were distributed that 
she neverj/saw a happieP scene than the 
delight given to these poor children 
by these rag dolls which gave them a 
great deal of pleasure for a long time, 
and that little donation of those Meri- 
wether county girls has made other 
people in Georgia think of these chil- 
dren and now at every Christmastide 
she receives bexes and trunks filled 
with dolls and toys for them. 

What these dolis and toys have done 
for these children a band will do in a 
large measure for the great mass of 
inmates at this institution.

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FIRST WARD LOSES CREMATORY 
BUT IT STAYS ON OLD SITE 


The old crematory on Rhodes street 
is to be moved. 

This news wag greeted joyfully by 
the people of the first ward, as the 
crematory is located in that ward, and 
there has long been a desire to have 
it placed somewhere else. 

The plan to move the crematory was 
originated by Councilman James R. 
Nutting. Mr. Nutting said that he was 
perfectly willing to have the cremato- 
ry in the sixth ward, which he repre- 
sented. He made known his plan to 
the alderman and councilmen of the 
first ward, and they accepted his 
scheme with no little gratitude. 

“Knowing that the people of the first 
ward,” said Councilmap Nutting, “had: 
long felt that their ward should not 
be burdened with the crematory, I 
have devised a plan whereby the cre- 
matory can be moved out of the first 
ward into the sixth. I fully appre- 
clate the fact that the sixth ward has 
not such public discomforts as the cre- 
matory, the stockade, the jail, the pest- 
house, the police station and the dump- 
ing ground. I, therefore, think it but 
right and fair that the sixth ward 
should take the crematory. My plan 
is to have’ the ward lines so changed 
as to make the sixth ward include the 
site on which the crematory is now 
located, sO when the ward lines are 
changed the crematory will be no 
longer in the first, but in the sixth 
ward. This plan, I feel, will be a 
great relief to the first ward, as here- 
aftér it can proudly boast that it no 
longer. has a crematory.”’ 

Councilman Nutting will probably tn- 
troduce a resolution in council calling 
for a change of the ward lines, as he 
proposed, and he says that when the 
Crematory is thus s moved out of the 
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first ward, the people of that ward 
should give a grand barbecue in honor 
of the event.

Chairman Henry A. Tarver, of the 
executive committee for the tour 
around Georgia to take in the big au- 
tomobile races at Savannah, yesterday 
called a meeting of the committee to 
be held in Atlanta, Tuesday morning, 
September 19, 

This will be perhaps the most im- 
portant meeting the committee will 
hold, for included in the business it 
will have to transact will be definite 
determination as to the route through 
the southern section of the state, for- 
mulation of rules to govern the tour, 
announcement of prizes and prepara- 
tion of entry blanks. 

The members of the committee are 
Henry A. Tarvey, Albany, chairman; 
Frank G. Coker, Dublin, treasurer; 
Fred Lewis, Atlanta, secretary; Ed M. 
McKenzie, Montezuma; Arthur W. 
Solomon, Savannah; A. N. Tumlin, Cave 
Spring, and F. L. Dyar, Calhoun. On 
account of the importance of the busi- 
ness which will have to be transacted 
at this meeting, it is expected every 
member of the committee will be pres- 
ent. 

Will Be $3,500 in Prizes. 
While the amount which the com- 


mittee will have at its disposal is not 
yet definitely known, it is pretty cer- 


tain that the prizes to be offered will 
aggregate $3,500. 

Of this amount The Constitution has

This opinion is gained from expres- 
sions made by numerous well-known 
men and politicians in Atlanta yester- 
day from all sections of the _ state. 
Some were Brown and others anti- 
Brown men; but all agreed that there 
will be no live campaigning, no crys- 
talizing of forces and line-ups until 
it is known whether Governor Brown 
shall accede to the demands being made 
upon him to enter the race. 

Practically all predicted that if 
Brown does run—and his close friends 
are certain that he will—that there 
will be no further entrants. If he 
does not enter there may be several 
other candidates—in all probability 
two more, at least. s 


Three-Cornered Affair. 

With the former governor in the 
race, it will be a three-cornered affair, 
with Judge Russell ang Pope Brown 
holding down the other corners. 

Governor Smith has not signified his 
preferences regarding a successor. If 
there be no other candidates, except 
the Pulaski man, the former governor 
and Russell, he will side with his old 
lieutenant, but no one knows’ with 
what degree of activity he will support 
his friend. 

However, if Joseph M. Brown does 
not enter the race, there is likely to 
be another entrant from the Smith 
faction of state politics. Rumor has 
it that one will be either Attorney 
General Thomas S. Felder or Railroad 
Commissioner C. Murphey Candler. 
Neither of the latter will say that he 
will be a candidate. One of them is 
known to be considering the proposi- 
tion of running. 

Mr. Felder says that he is not a 
candidate, but declines to go so far as 
to declare he will be none. 

Nothing to Say Yet. 

Mr. Candler has nothing to say—yjust 
yet. 

Meantime, Judge Russell is making 
the welkin ring with his *customary 
campaign activity. He is making pro- 
hibition the key-note of his speeches, 
and his friends say that his local option 
plank has struck a popular chord. 

Many local optionists so far have 
declined to line up with the judge. The 
“whisky people” as a political factotum 
have taken no stand. Neither have 
the prohibitionists as an organization 
shown their hand. 

Both sides are awaiting develop- 
ments, 

The “development” which will set 
the pace and guage the line-up will be 
the entrance, or failure to enter, of 
former Governor Joseph M. Brown.

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CONGRESSMAN WILSON LAUDS — 
WORK OF ORGANIZED LABOR 


Congressman. Wilson, of Pennsyiva- 
nia, Atlanta’s labor day orator, was 
greeted by a large and enthuelastic 
audience of ladies and gentlemen iast 
night at the Wesley Memorial taber- 
nacle, 

For more than an hour he held the 
closest attention of his audience ag he 
talked of trades untonism, industrial 
education for the masses and of the 
McNamara case noOw exciting the at- 
tention of the organized labor world. 

On the stage besides the orator there 
were Governor Hoke Smith, N. H. 
Kirkpatrick, president of the Atlanta 
Federation of Labor; Jerome Jones, 
editor of The Atlanta Journal of La- 
bor; James L. Mayson, city attorney; 
Hon. William Schley Howard, member 
of congress from the fifth district, and 
Rev. Dr. Schaefer, of the Lutheran 
church. 

Mr. Jones acted as master of cere- 
monies, introducing Dr. Schafer who 
invoked the divine plessing. 

Governor Smith Speaks. 


Then Mr. Jones introduced Governor 
Smith as the first speaker of the even- 
ing. The governor declared himself a 
firm believer in organized labor and 
said that no one had the right to 
deny workingmen the right or priv- 
ilege to band themselves together with 
a view to advancing their own inter- 
est. He spoke in the highest terms 
of the character of the organized 
workingmen cof the state generally and 
of Atlanta particularly. He declared 
that if the bill creating a commissioner 
of labor in the state had left the ap- 
pointment to him, as governor, he had 
determined to draw about him the 
leading and recognized laboring men 
of the state and to secure from them 
the name of the man best fitted 'for 
that position and then to have appoint- 
ed that man, As it was he announced 
his determination to vote for and to 
work for the man put out for the posi- 
tion by labor leaders he had learned 
to know and to trust. The governor 
declared that unionism was better not 
only for the wageearner, but for the 
employer. In conclusion the governor 
introduced Congressman Wilson, pay- 
ing the distinguished visitor a high 
compliment as he did so. 

Congressman Wilson was given a 
rousing welcome by his. audience. 
Stating that he had swung the pick 
and shovel for years and that he knew 
what it was to be a wagearner, the 
speaker declared that he still consid- 
ered himself a wage-earner even 
though he represented a Pennsylvania 
district in congress, 

“For,” said he, “I was sent there by 
my constituents to look out for their 
interests and I’m doing my best to 
execute that commission. That, I think, 
makes me still a wage-earner if I @o 
my duty.” 

Have Right to Organize. 
Congressman Wilson upheld the 
right of workingmen to organize as 
long as that organization was for the 
good of its members. 

“And when you show me an organi- 
zation that has for its object the good 
of its own members I'll show you an 
organization that has at heart the 
good of the rest of mankind.,”’ 

The speaker declared that the time 
when the laborer could deal individ- 
ually with the employer or the reverse 
had long gone by. He said that by 
unionism better conditions had been 
obtained not only for the working- 
man, but for the man’ for whom the 
work was being done. By unionism, 
he asserted the employer was given a 
better class of workingmen and re- 
ceived better and more satisfactory re- 
sults in every way. Through organ- 
ized labor he declared that better con- 
ditions at home and in the shop had 
been obtained and that a wider fleld 
of education had resulted. He de- 


clared that no country in the world, 


had a better system of, free schools 


| 


jection to the system as it now stands. 

“When a boy,” said he “ 
through the grammar schools, the next 
step in our educational plan as it now 
obtains leads him on to a professional 
life. To continue school means only 
that line.” 

It was then that he appealed for a 
broader system if industrial educa- 
tion. After the grammar school he 
wanted the high school for the boy or 
girl who essayed an industrial life as 
well as for those who desired a pro- 
fessional life. 

Better Conditions Obtain. 

He declared that the better condi- 
tions now obtaining in the mines and 
factories were due to the work of 
unions and said that it was equally 
true in the recent legislation prohibit- 
ing children from working in mines, 

ls and factories. 

As he came to the close of his ad- 
dress Congressman Wilson took up 
the McNamara case and declared un- 
qualifiedly that he did not believe the 
MGNamara brothers guilty of the de- 
struction of The Los Angeles Times 
building charged to them. He asserted 
that all the workingman asked for 
was a fair trial for these men, 

“If they are guilty,” said Mr. Wilson, 
‘no one wants them punished more 
than I and the balance of the organ- 
ized workingmen of this country. But 
I don’t believe they are guilty and 
there are hundreds of others who agree 
with me.” 

Congressman Wilson’s address made 
a deep impression upon his hearers as 
was shown by the demonstration as he 
resumed his seat. 3 

Calls for “Howard” brought the con- 
gressman to the front of the stage, 
but Mr. Howard declared it was too 
late to keep the assembly longer. He 
could not resist the temptation, how- 
ever, to tell of the great kindness Mr, 
Wilson had shown him when he first 
reached Washington as the representa- 
tive from this district.

in his testimony, but tomorrow the 
prosecution will hammer away at them 
anew. 

Denial after denial came from the 
lips of the prisoner as Prosecutor Wen- 
denburg questioned him concerning the 
alleged purchase of a shotgun for him 
by his cousin, Paul Beattie, on the 
Saturday before the murder and the 
testimony of the latter as to the con- 
fession in which Henry is alleged to 
have exclaimed: “I wish to God I 
hadn’t done it, I wouldn’t do it again 
for a million dollars.” 

Denies Paul’s Testimony. 

Beattie disclaimed any connection 
with the purchase of the gun and any 
knowledge of the transfer of any gun 
by Paul ti him, declaring he never saw 
the fatal shotgun until the night it 
was raised by the highwayman on the 
Midlothian turnpike. Little of Paul's 
testimony concerning his metings with 
him did he admit. He said he was 
with his cousin only on the Saturday 
night before the murder and merely 
carried him home in his car from the 
Beattie store in South Richmond He 
emphatically denied that he had been 
with Paul at any time within the 
week or fortnight previous-and on this 
declaration the prosecution tomorrow 
“wfll linger particularly, as tonight De- 
tective Scherer declared that four wit- 
nesses were to be produced who saw 
Henry and Paul together also on the 
Thursday night before the murder. 

Says Wife Suggested Ride, 

That it was his wife who suggested 
the ride on the Midlothian turnpike 
after they were nearing the Owen 
home on their return from the drug 
store, where they went to get a pre- 
scription filled, was the statement of 
the prisoner as to the occasion for the 
ill-fated ride, but when on cross-exam- 
ination, Prosecutor Wendenburg asked 
the accused if he would have taken 
his wife. riding even if she had not 
suggested “the spin,” Beattle admitted 
that his “mind was not made up at 
the time.” :

The prosecution intimated, however,

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Statements of Principals. 

By Frank A. Gotch: “Honestly, I 
didn’t think it would be so easy. Hack- 
enschmidt' gave me such a desperate 
struggle in our first meeting that I 
was prepared and expected to g0 
through a hard, drawn out Dattle. The 
very minute we locked hands I felt 
confident that I would win, but I real- 
ly did not think victory would come 580 
quickly. 

“Hackenschmidt did mot display the 
nerve and strength hé did in our first 
contest. He wasn’t aggressive. He 
appeared to be afraid. When I saw 
that Hackenschmidt did not try to 
break down my defense or squirm out 
of holds, I became determined to end 
it as quickly as possible. 

“IT am sorry he laid his miserable 
showing to aninjured knee, for I want- 
ed to make the victory a clean one, 
When 1 defeated him here three years 
ago it was charged that I won unfair- 
ly. _ Today 1 hoped Hackenschmidt 
would be at his best, for I wanted to 
prove that I was his master.” 

By George Hackenschmidt: “It was 
the cheapest world’s championship ever 
won. I entered the contest with an 
injured Knee and had my shoulders 
pinned to the mat for the first time 
in my wrestling career. I have no one 
to blame. I shouldn’t have gone into 
the match, but I was advised that I 
could wrestle without further injur- 
ing my Knee. I had scarcely got to 
work when Gotch began to torture me 
with his toe grips. I then realized that 
I was in no condition to continue, I 
am no quitter, neither do I desire to 
charge that I was not treated fairly. 

‘“T am satisfied that my defeat was 
due entirely to the injury. I would 
like to meet Gotch again, for I1 feel 
deeper than words can tell the loss of 
this match. I did my best under the 
conditions. That is all I can say.” 

By Referee Smith: “Gotch won hon- 
estly and fairly. Hackenschmidt did 
not show his usual gamenhess or ag- 
gressiveness. I do not doubt that he 
was not in the best condition, for he 
looked worried and frightened when 
the match began. He begged Gotch to 
release his punishing toe hold and evi- 
dently was in great pain, when Gotch 
forced him to defeat. 

“On cleverness alone Gotch should 
easily remain the champion for ten or 
more years. He is without doubt the 
most scientific man I have ever seen 
on the mat. 

“His work on the first fall was mar- 
veloug and so fast that I could scarce- 
ly follow it myself, although I was 
within a few feet of the men. 

“Gotch first. faked a crotch hold. 
Then suddenly he secured a half-Nel- 
son on Hackenschmidt. In the winking 
of an eye Gotch pivoted on Hacken- 
schmidt’s stomach, switched to a re- 
verse body hold and had downed his 
man. It was the speediest shift I have 
ever seen on the mat. 

“Hackenschmidt was in great pain 
during the period when Gotch held the 
toe on him. ‘Don’t hurt my toe,’ he 
cried at first. But Gotch concinued 
to put on the pressure. ‘Don't break 
my leg,’ was his next appeal. 

“The end came a second tater.” 

Chicago, September 4.—-The geo- 
graphical center of the, wrestling 
world was more fortified at Humbolt, 
Iowa, the home of Frank Gotch, today. 

Moreover, Referee Ed Smith, who 
proclaimed the world’s champion vic- 
tor of George Hackenschmidt, declared 
that for the next ten years there would 
be no shift of the wrestling capital, 
unless Gotch should choose to change 
his place of residence. 

The Russian’s showing was pitiful. 
The crowd decreed he had “quit,” but 
the defeated challenger, through copi- 
ous tears, averred he entered the arena 
with a wrenched knee, on which Gotch 


+worked and speedily reduced him to a 


comparatively helpless state. 

In any event it is certain the for- 
eigner’s nerves were on edge. He 
spent a sleepless night, and was pale 
when he crawled through the ropes. 
Dr. J. J. Davis, who examined both 
wrestlers before they went to the mat, 
declared while there might be some- 
thing wrong with Hackenschmidt's 
knee, it was not evident during the 
examination.

Referee Smith is authority for the 
statement that when Gotch secured 
the terrible toe lock which won him 
the match, Hackenschmidt cried out: 
“Don't hurt my toe!” and a second 
later, “Don’t break my leg,” and fell 
with his shoulders to the mat, froth- 
ing at the mouth. . 

The first fall resulted from a reverse 
body hold after the men had struggled 
for 14:18 1-5. That toe hold for which 
Gotch is famous was responsible for 
the second fall. He clamped it upon 
the left foot of Hackenschmidt after 
the second fall had gone 732 1-6. 
Scarcely had he obtained the grip when 
Hackenschmidt acknowledged defeat.

Hackenschmidt had Gotch worried 
but once.

Then he was only 
down as far as his knees. Almost 


ponent wag in a dangerous predicta- 
ment, Gotch had wriggled out of the 
hold and was bounding across the ring 
to safety. 

For his defeat Hackenschmidt offers 
but the one excuse, that his left knee, 
which was injured in training two 
weeks ago, weakened under the press- 
ure of the iron hands of Gotch, and it 
was useless to continue at the risk of 
being permanently injured.

He entered the ring filled 
With confidence and never once did he 
lose his nonchalance, At every stage 
of the bout he smiled as though he 
never had the slightest doubt as to the 
outcome, 

On the other hand, Hackenschmidt 
seemed ill at ease. During the first 
fall he went about his work with his 
face set and anything but the glint of 
confidence in his eyes. After Gotch 
had gained the first fall what courage 
the Russian had appeared to have left 
him, With shoulders stooped and eyes 
downcast, he sat in his corner await- 
ing the starting signal. 


Gotch’s Wife Sees Victory. 


Upon a box in the corner of the 
grandstand sat two women who did 
more, perhaps, to cheer Gotch on to 
victory than all the other persons in 
the assemblage. They were his old 
mother and his young bride. Fre- 
quently while in the thickest of the 
fray, Gotch found time to look toward 
the two women and smile, At the 
beginning of the ten minutes intermis- 
sion between falis he did not go at 
anee to his dressing room, but stood 
(Or &@ moment in Ais corner, smiling 
and waving at the two, 

Hackenschmidt was broken hearted 
over the result of the bout. 

In his dressing room for half an 
hour he sat in his wrestling garb, 
crying and refusing the proferred at- 
tentions and cheering words of his 
trainers. 

“Go away,” he said to all of them, 
“Leave me alone.’”’ 

Then his broad chest would heave 
and the tears would flow unrestrained 
from his eyes. 

Gotch only smiled after the match 
was over. He said the result was ex- 
actly as he thought it would be. 

The story of the actual wrestling that 
was done is soon told, Time was 
called at 3:15 o’clock. The contestants 
immediately locked heads and began 
feeling each other out. For five min- 
utes they tugged at each other’s neck 
wrists and arms but neither obtain 
a dangerous hold. 

Russian Hits Mat. 

It was Gotch who first turned atten- 
tion to the legs. He made several fake 
passes at Hackenschmidt’s knees be- 
fore he finally obtained a Knee hold at 
the end of eight and a half minutes. 
Once the Iowan’s massive hands were 
fastened on Hackenschmidt’s left leg 
the Russian went down. He struggled 
out o fthat and a subsequent hold of 
the same kind and then became the 
aggressor.

After fourten minutes of wrestling 
Gotch started Hackensechmidt down- 
ward with a Knee hold, faked a crotch 
and then quickly worked the Russian 
into a half Nelson, They struck the 
mat together, head to head. Then 
Gotch pivoted on his opponent’s stom- 
ash, clamped on a reverse body hold 
and the first fall was Over. 

The first five minutes of the second 
fall was a replica of that period in the 
first, but Gotch suddenly reached down 
with his right hand, grasped Hacken- 
schmidt’s left ankle and unbalanced 
the “Lion.” While Hackenschmidt was 
trying to regain his equilibrium Gotch 
struck the “Lion's” injured leg with his 
right knee and the Russian crumbled 
into a heap upon the canvas.
